The Kaiser Visits Alsace-Lorraine- 
Bible Bevlaion Completed - 
Cholera In Russia. 

London, Oot. 15,— The Btreota of Cour- 
solles are profusely decorated and tho rail- 
way station crowded to-day with people 
eager togLeet tho Emperor and Kmpreaa of 
Germany on tho occasion of their viait to 
Alsace-Lorraine. Their Majesties arrivod at 
9 o'olock and .wero received at tho railway 
station by Biuon von Hammeratein, preai- 
dent of the distriot of Lorraine, the burgo- 
master and other public officials. The 
royal oouplo wero givon a very cordial ro- 
ooption. 

Mrs. Alexander, tho poetoss, is dead. She 
was the wife of Right Rev. William Alex- 
ander, D.D , B.C.L., Bishop of Darry and 
Rapjhoo. She was well known as the 
author of " Moral Songs," " Hymns for 
Children," and "Poema of Old Teatament 
SubjaotE." 

An American scientific expedition haa ar- 
rived at Vladivostok to inspect the Sibe- 
rian railway. The government will grant 
every faollity for accomplishing ita design. 

The TlmoB' Paris correspondent sayB that 
directly parliament openB M. Lebon, minis- 
ter of commerce, will submit a bill ratifying 
the contract for a new cable to bo laid from 
Brest to New York, with branchos to the 
West ladies and Brazil. 

A dispatoh to tho Dally Newa from Rome 
says : The remains of William Wotmoro 
Story, tho sculptor, were buried in the Pro- 
testant oomotery in the presence of bis fam- 
ily, the English, Amorioan and Russian 
legation charges and many representatives 
of ItalinD, American and English societies. 
He was buried next to the urn containing 
Shelly'a heart. 

Official roturns for tho last fortnight in 
September show that there wero daring thut 
time 4,429 now oases and 1,701 deaths from 
cholera In tho province of Volhynia. 

It Is reported from Peking that the Mo- 
hammedan rebels in the province of Kansu 
have captured the oity of Lanohau, tho cap- 
ital of tho province. 

The Berlin correspondent of the Timea 
telegraphs chat Emperor William to-day 
received Princo Lobanoff, Russian minister 
of foreign uffaira, and Chancellor Von Ho- 
henlohe at Hubortuatook. This visit must be 
regarded, tho correspondent adds, as a re- 
turn of tb-e vlalb of the chancellor, Von 
Hohenloho, to the Rz»r and as a sign of im- 
proved relations. 

The Porto has appointed a commission to 
inquire into the rocent Armenian arrests 
and has promised the powers to deal severe- 
ly with anyone who is found to have put 
them in prison. Many persona wero killed 
and wounded in the recent disturbance in 
Issinid district, southeast of Constantinople, 
in Asia Minor, but order has been restored. 
The town of Iasmid is the residence of the 
Greek and Armenian arohblehops. 

As a result of the British consul's inter- 
view with him, the viceroy haB agreed to 
oxeoute eightoen more Vegetarians, accused 
of murdering ' missionaries, immediately. 
Tho conau'.ajand the taotai (magistrate) are 
ompowered to pass sentence hereafter with- 
out reference to the viceroy. Tho oonocB- 
Blons aro due to the presence here of five 
British men-of-war. 

A di8patoh to Lloyds' from Valparaiso, 
Chili, announces chat tho American ship 
Porthia, Capb. Cartor, from Livorpcol June 
TivorSau Franoisco, with coal, was burned 
at sea October I, Sho is a total lose. Sev- 
eral of tho crow wero landed here in one of 
the ship's boats, 'out tho captain, chief mate 
and 19 of tho orow who left tho wreck are 
still missing. 

Tho revision of the-Hiblo has lijon com- 
pleted, including the Apocrypha, upon 
whloh tho rovleora have boon engaged since 
l£8l, and will shortly be issuod from the 
Oxford proea In various sizes, uniform with 
tho revised Old and New Testament. 

It is reportod that tho lato summor soason 
at Monto Carlo has boon almost a complete 
failure. Tho attotdknoe at tho games

THE PARIS EXPOSITION. 

International Show to Inaugurate thoCom- 
Ing Century— On a Grand ycule. 

WASHINGTON, Oob. 15.— Ambassador Pato- 
nobro haaroturnod from Franco with a largo 
fund of Information ooncorning tho inter- 
national exposition of 1,900, which is to be 
hold in Parle. Tho Eronoh government is 
in charge of tho undertaking. The authori- 
ties at Paris have furnished M. Patonotro 
with fall data which ahowa that tho exposi- 
tion will open on April 15 and will last until 
Novombor 5. Tho administrative sorvicoa 
has already boon orgauirad and a commls- 
eioner-genorul appointed to lake goneral 
charge of tho work. 

Basides tho preparations in Paris, the 
oonimiBsioner-gonoral is to ' have charge of 
tho arrangomonta with delegates from 
foreign nations. Flans have also been con- 
structed for tho coustruotion of palaces, out- 
buildings and the laying out of parks and 
gardens. Anothor feature of tho exhibition 
will be Boiontific oongreBBoa similar to those 
inaugurated at Chicago exhibition. Ib is 
oxpectod that tho congresses at Paris will 
oarry forward the work begun at Chicago. 
The high standingof Franoo as an art oontre 
has led to tho projeotion of a historical ex- 
hibition of Fronoh arb. ThiB will be especi- 
ally doaigned to Bhow tho gradual advanae 
of Franco to her present place aa a nation of 
artists. A Bimllar showing will bo mado of 
the hlstorioal advanoo of Franco in musioal 
composition,

Hamilton has boon writing a 
series of articles for tho Canadian Gazotte, 
pointing out plainly f.hat tho propor Immi- 
grants for British Columbia are nob men 
without any means, bu-, as ho putB it in a 
recent letter—" At present thore Ib pobI- 
tively no need for workmon, but tho colon- 
ization of amall farmers with some money 
is a bright possibility — only thoy mnsb not 
noed nursing at all. For thoao who will alb 
down and consider well how they can uae 
their monoy and thoir brains to fulfil God's 
command -replenish the earth— I know no 
suoh land bb this."

VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, Oob. 15.— Stanley Smith, tho 
prospootor, is atlll miaaing. He left on a 
prospecting tour to the Chilcotln in July 
last. Ho was always ready and willing, at 
great inconvenience to himself, to aid in 
searching for lost prospeotors, and the 
prompt action the government has taken in 
sending Indians from Bute Inlet to search 
for tho missing man, in response to a re- 
quest from Mr. Cotton, M.P.P., has beon 
duly appreciated by hia many friends in 
Vanoouver. 

P. Emerson has gone to the Orient, tak- 
ing passage by the steamer Empress of In- 
dia. His present course is Baid to need ex- 
planation, in the light of financial develop- 
ments. Mr. Emerson, while manager of the 
Manor, had a large patronage, which was 
constantly increasing.

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RISING IN KOREA. 

Tho ADti Foreigners Force the Royal 
Palace and Kill the 
Qneen- 



Affairs Controlled by the Tai Won 
Kun-British aud Other 
Marines Landed. 



London, Oct. 15.— The Parte oorreapond 
ent of the Standard aayB the Herald'a Seoul 
dispatch reports that tho Japanese troops 
were at tho gates of the palace during the 
butchery Incident upon the uprising of the 
anti forei(?nerB, headed by Tal Won Kun, 
father of the king of Korea. There was 
nothing to show that the Japanese minister 
was aware of tho plot. The king is now a 
prisoner, and hia father has been proclaimed 
dictator. A now cabinet has been consti- 
tuted of Japanese elemente. Tho queen's 
officiate have tied. A Japanese soshi his 
been arrested for tho murder of the queen. 

A Shanghai disputoh to the Times says 
that the British cruiser Edgar has suddenly 
been ordered to Chemulpo, where sho will 
land a force of marines. 

Paris, Got. 15 — Lb Soloil to-day, com- 
menting on the uprising in Seoul, says : 
"The powers, and Russia in particular, 
cannot allow Japan to establish a stringent 
protectorate over Korea. Very dangerous 
complications have arisen which may com- 
promise the results obtained by the inter- 
vention of the powers in the Bootlomont of 
the China Japan dispute." 

Le Figaro, referring to the Korean situa- 
tion, remarks : " Koreans do not want tho 
Japanese yoko. Japan is in a nasty posi- 
tion ; her policy has received a chock from 
which she will havo difficulty in recovering "' 
Washington, Oct. 15 — Information of 
the formidable upn-ing in Korea, resulting 
in the disappearance and probable death ot 
the Queen and the landing of military forces 
by the United States and European powers, 
has been received by Minister Kurino, ot 
Japan, from the foreign office at Tokyo. It 
is sensational, indicating the tending of 
marines by Russia, the United States and 
probably Great Britain. The latesb dis- 
patch to Minister Kurino states that a foroe 
of Russian marines, forty in number, havo 
been landed. Thus far they have confined 
themselves to guarding tho Russian legation 
at Seoul. United States marines were 
landed from the Yorktown to the number of 
sixteen. It is believed that British marines 
have been landed. Besides these, the Jap 
anese havo a considerable foroe of soldiers at 
Seoul, who have been preserving order. 
The dispatches oomo irom Tokyo, and com- 
municate the aubstanco of the dispatches re- 
ceived from Gen. Miira, tho JapmeBe envoy 
at Seoul. They are dated from the 9:h to 
the 12th inst. , and it appears from these 
dispatohes that tho trouble had its inception 
through tho Queen's dislike to tho newly 
organized soldiers of Korea. 

The old soldiers had the primitive equip 
ment of the far Eist, but, with the progress 
of Japanese influence in Korea, two battal- 
ions of Korean troops were organized on 
modern methods. E*oh battalion numbered 
600 men, armed with modern weapons. 
They were well drilled and officered. When 
the Queen showed her disfavor toward these 
new troops they appealed to Tai Won Kun, 
a powerful chief, who has long been at 
enmity with the Queen. He aooepted the 
leadership of the new troops, and at the 
head of ono battalion ontered the Queen's 
palace. The native soldiers fled from the 
palace. The Tokyo dispatch did not state 
what had become of the Queen, further than 
that she had disappeared and cannot be 
looated. The officials are inclined to be- 
lieve, however, that the unofficial reports cf 
the Queen's death are true. The Japaness 
government, the dispatch further states, has 
acted quickly on the reports, and has ap- 
pointed a commission to inquire into the 
facta. 

In the meantime it is emphatically de- 
nied that tho Queen's death, if it has oc- 
curred, was due to the Japanese. Ono re- 
port says that a Japanese soshi killed the 
Queen. This la not yet confirmed in the 
dispatches received here. The officials say 
thit the soshi are an irresponsible and law- 
loss class, and that thoir acts cannot be laid 
to the Japanese people or government. Gon. 
Milra's reports also cover tho work of the 
Japanese troops in preserving order. Those 
troops were stationed opposito tho palace, 
having secured this point of vantage soma 
time since, through tho Korean government. 
They took no (.art in tho attuck on the 
palace, but after it had occurred, when tho 
native troops woro fleeing and the now 
battalionb woro enforcing their success in 
capturing tho pilaoo, tho Japaneao troops 
aided in preventing bloodshed and disorder. 
It is probablo that some deaths occurred 
during the melee. Following this came the 
landing of the United StateB and RuBaian 
marines and, it is boiieved, tho landing of 
the British. 

The latest indications are that tho Tai 
Won Kun and the king are in control of 
afLUra at the Korean capital. Tho king has 
been the nominal ruler, but tho queen has 
heretofore boen reoognizud as tho roal ruler. 
The influenoo of tho kiDg and the Ta! Won 
Kun are distinctly fuvorublo to the Japan- 
ese. At tho Korean legation no word has 
boon received from the disturbed capital. 
The officers are muoh exercised and do not 
donbt that the queen has met her (Watli, 
although they are not ready to abandon 
hope. If official confirmation la received 
there will be such formal ceremony as is 
usual on the death of a sovereign. The lega- 
tion will go into mourning but there is not 
likely to bo a funeral servico, although this 
has boon considered as a further mark of re- 
epoct. 

Nkw Xohk, Ocb. 15 — A Bpecial to tho 
Herald from Seoul, Korea, Bays : Tho pal- 
ace was broken into on Tuesday morning by 
a body of Korean troops and a band of Jap- 
aneso soshi in civilian dross. The colonel in 
command of tho troops, on refusing to enter 
the palaoo, was killod, and a number of the 
guards woro slain. Tho Japaneao entered 
tho Queen's room ond killed tho Queen, the 
minietor of tho household and throo women. 
The bodies wero token outaido and burned. 
Tho Japaneao troops wore at the palace, but 
took no part in tho proceedings. Tai Won 
Kun, tho King's father, roaohod the palaoe 
Mon after the assault, ond assumed tho 
chief authority. Ho is now dictator, and 
ia known to have been in the plot. Great 
excitemont provaite. It is thought that tho 
bntchory will boston action on tho part of 
Russia, 

A later dispatch says: The plot to kill the 
quoon wos mado by Korean frionds of Tai 
Won Kun and an irrosponsiblo Japanese 
soshi. 

The queen of Koroa belonged to the Min 
family, and was a friend of China. It was 
her adherents who askod, in 1804, for troops 
from LI Hung Chang to put down the Tong 
Hak rebellion. Tho troops were sent in 
April of that yoar. Tho qaoon'a requosb for 
soldiers was a reoognition of tho protector- 
ate that China claimed, and tho sending of 
troops by China was an assertion of that 
protectorate. The Jap&neae-Chinoso war 
followed. The king of Korea la a man of no

:V cablegram to tho World from Tokyo, 
Japan, aayB : PoraonB wearing Japanese 
dress and carrying Japaneao swords wero 
among tho rioters who attacked tho royal 
palace in Seoul, Korea. At first it was hup 
posed that they were Koreans disguised aa 
Japonese, bub now it ia suspected that they 
were Japanese soahi, apparently hired ruf 
fiana. The Japan government haB ordered 
an inquiry. The ohief curator (prosecutor) 
court of Yokohama baa been Been aent to 
Koreo to direot tho investlsation. Tho Tai 
Won Kun haa forced the Kiog to issue « de 
cree degrading his conaort to the level of a 
concubine and outlawing her family. The 
foreign legations at Seoul are guarded by 
marines from tho foreign warships at Che- 
mulpo. All is quier. 

Yokohama, Oot. 15 — An imperial ordin- 
anoe has been issued prohibiting Japanese 
from visiting Korea without special permls 
sion from the government of Japan. A dte. 
patch from Seoul atates that during the con- 
fusion which followed tho reoenb attaok on 
the royal palace there, rioters entered a bed- 
room and murdered three ladies, one of 
whom Is supposed to be the Queen of Korea. 
This confirms previous reports. 



DDR BANT BECOMING SERIOUS. 

It Has Dawned Upon Him That He May Be 
Convicttd-HU Record u Had One. 

San Fkancisco, Ojo. 15.— The illness of 
Eugene N. Dcuprey, one of tho attorneys 
for tho defence in the Ourrunt case, haa 
taken a aerioua turn, and ho will not I e able 
to appear in court for several days, ul.I un- 
less there is considerable improvement in 
his condition, will not even then be allowed 
to subject himself to the excitement of the 
court room, Durrant, it is said, ia becom- 
ing exceedingly irritable. Since he finished 
with his testimony in Judge Murphy's court 
he has lost considerable vivacity. At times 
ainee his arrest he has not seemed impressed 
with the proper idea of his terrible position, 
but at last it has dawned on him that he 
may be convioted, and bb he realizes the 
force of the ohain of circumstances against 
him he haa become muoh depressed. 

Attorney Dickinson, for Durrant, re* 
marked that he thought the defence would 
be able to put in the balance of its testi- 
mony In two dayB or less. Then the proBO- 
cntson will present its witnesses in rebuttal. 
Distriob Attorney Barnes aays he will handle 
them rapidly, but Mr. Dickinson ia prepar- 
ing to cross-question theso witnesaea at 
length, and on that account it need oreate 
no aurpriae if another week is devoted to the 
work of taking testimony. 

Although Captain of Doteotlvea Leea ia 
bueily engaged in tho trial of Durrant for 
the murder of Blanche Lamont, ho ie not 
overlooking Minnie Williams' oase, but ia 
till gathering evidence to bo uaed when 
the trial of that case ia begun. Many now 
think that if the prisoner is convioted of 
killing Blanch Lamont be will net) be put on 
trial for the murdor of Minnie Williams 
Captain Lses and the district attorney have 
made up their minds, however, to press 
both cases. Just how soon the second trial 
will begin has not been determined, aa a 
date for the hearing has not been sot. 

Petaluma, C*l , Oct. 15 — Henry J. 
Sohwobedu, a young farmer who now Uvea 
near Two Rocks, haa told a roportor that he 
waB much interested in tho prosecution of 
the oase of W. H. T. Durrant, chargod with 
tho murder of Blancho Lamont, inasmuch aa 
the defonco has oxatninod witnesses to prove 
tho good oharactorof tho defendant. About 
six yoaro ago Judge Thompson, of tho de- 
fonco, lived near Petaluraa. Durrant visit- 
ed the f imily as a friend. Sohwoboda waa 
thon about 22 years old. Durrant was 
growing into manhood. Schwobcda know 
him by name as a visitor of tho Thompson 
family. One night Durrant rodo into tho 
country with Sohwobedu, and in tho course 
of conversation Durrant told Schwobeda 
soma of his affairs with girle of tho town. 
He claimed to havo scoured an illogitimato 
intimaoy with oio, when tho Sistora of 
Charity beoamo cognizint of tho danger of 
tho girl and would not allow Durrant to ap- 
proach her again.

LA URIBR'S LA TEST. 

The speoch latoly delivered by Mr. Liur 
ier at Morrisburg, Ont., purports to be 
principally about the Manitoba school quea 
tion ; but the elector who reads it attentive- 
ly will find in it a great deal about Mr. 
Laurior and very little about the school 
question, and that little not by any means 
definite. The Leader of tho Opposition 
spent much time and wasted many words 
to convince his hearers that he has been 
consistent on that question and that hla ut 
terances upon it have been the 
same In all the provinces ; but the 
reader ia as muoh in the dark 
aa to the exact position which the Leader 
occupies with regard to It, after he haa fin- 
ished reading the speech aa before he began. 

The question with all who take an inter- 
est in the subjeot, no matter which side 
they take Is, Is the Federal Parliament justi- 
fied In interfering to redress the grievance 
of which the minority in that Province com- 
plain, or is ib not ? All other questions con- 
neoted with the anbjeot aro, compared with 
this one, of very little Importance. But this 
is the very question whloh Mr. Laurler 
takes good oare not jto answer. He 
beats about the bush. He talks about 
an investigation, he finds fault with the way 
in whloh the Government have aoted In ths 
matter, he makes elaborate illustrations, 
and he quotes fables ; but ha carefully re- 
frains from informing his hearers whether 
he favors federal interference or opposes 
federal Interference. Our contemporary 
bhe Times, which has come oub fiat-footed 
against federal interference with Manitoba's 
afLtira, must be provoked at tho way in 
whloh the Liber&l Leader dodges the really 
important point of the subjeot he discusses. 
After having patiently followed the Leader 
in all his windings and doublings, it 
musb be unable to say on which aldo 
of the fence he atanda. So ambiguous and 
indefinite are hla utterances and so incon- 
acquontial hia reasoning that Mr. Liurlor'a 
Quebec followers may well bo excusod for 
concluding .that hois in favor cf re-estab- 
lishing separate scboola in Manitoba, and his 
Manitoba admirers cannot be justly accused 
of stupidity if they continue to declare that 
he is " too advanced a Liberal to favor de- 
nominational Education." 

One cf Mr. Laurior'a many repetitions is 
the fallacy devised by himself that tho Man- 
itoba school question is only a ques- 
tion of facta ; it iB not ono of law. The 
very opposite of this is the truth. 
Tho Manitoba school question ia pro-umin- 
ontly a ciueation of law. If the constitu- 
tions, both of tho Dominion and of Mani- 
toba, did not limit tho provincial jurisdic- 
tion in tho matter of education thero would 
bo no Manitoba school question at all. Tho 
Fodoral Parliament would have nothing 
whatever to do with tho way in whioh tho 
Provinoo managed its educational affaire, 
The Province would be aa independent in 
tho matter of public education aa it la in 
tho matter of making and repairing roods, 
Bub tho law does interfere in the 
matter of education atd it is tho law whloh 
glvea Parliament in certain oases tho power 
to interfere with the provincial management 
of aohoola. Of oourao the law ia not Inde- 
pendent of the facts, but It is the law which 
givos significance to tho faats. To say that 
the Manitoba school quoation is a question 
of facta rather than of law, ia a fallaoy which 
may bo plausiblo, but a little refleotion 
shows that it is oxouedlngly shallow. 

Tho Loader of the Opposition attaohoa 
greab importance to the mannorln whloh the 
Dominion Government aiikod the Manitoba 
Laglalatura to redress the griovauoe 
of the minority, or rather . to carry 
ont the judgmonb of tho Judicial 
Committee of tho Privy Counoll. It suits 
his purpose now to stigmatiza tho romodlal 
order aa a command, and to apeak of the 
torma Id whioh Ib waa oouchad aa "violent 
language." In Parliament a few montha 



ago he apoks of it in a very different way. 
He is reported in H&naard as saying : 

The Order-ln-Counoil Is termed a decision. 
I do not underatand that term eraotly. As 
I read ib, and I read it pretty carefully, it 
can hardly be called a decUion ; it ia simply 
an Invitation to the Government of Mani- 
toba to deal with that queation, and to leave 
them to apply the remedy to the evil which 
haa been created by their own legislation, an 
invitation I Bay, thouqh I am aorry to 8ay 
it ia couched in most unfortunate language. 

The "invitation" of a few montha ngo 
haa now become a "command." Mr. Laur- 
ier loaves hla hearers to infer that he would, 
if he had the power, do what ia virtually the 
same thing as the Government havo done, 
but he would do it In a different way. He 
would approach the Manitoba Government 
blindly and ask them in the sweetest terms 
to institute an investigation into tho aohool 
question for the purposo of finding oub 
whether or not they had treated the Roman 
Catholic minority fairly. The objeot of 
Mr. Laurior'a polite request would be pre- 
cisely tho same aa that of the preaent Gov- 
ernment invitation. Aa tho Manltobiana 
say to Sir Mackenzie Bowell, "No coercion," 
they would be just aa likely to reply to Mr. 
Laurler, "Fair wordB butter no par- 
snips. Federal interference ia what 
you are both aiming at and we 
aro determined not to tolorato Fed- 
eral; interference." Tho inveatigation 
about wbich Mr. Laurler talks ao much iB 
not wanted by the Manitobana. They say, 
" There has been Investigation enough. A 
commission will not bo able to find out any- 
thing that we do nob know already. Wo 
havo considered the whole matter and have 
como to our conclusion. It is nothing 
to us what tho poople of the other provinces 
think objut what wo havo done, and it is 
only them that a commlasion of inquiry can 
eolighton." If the majority in Manitoba 
should make thia reply to Mr. Laurior'a re- 
queet for an Inveatigation, as they from 
present appearances certainly would, what 
action after thia refusal and rebuff would 
Mr. Laurler take! Would ho then drop 
the matter and leave the minority in Mani 
toba to aettlo with the majority in tho beat 
way they could '! Everyone who haa thought 
over the matter knows that no suoh course 
would be opnn to him. Ho would find It 
neoesaary to proceed aa the constitution 
direotB and aubmit the matter to Parlia 
ment, and he would bo In precisely the Bame 
position with respaot to tho Manitoba school 
quoation as the present Government la in 
to-day. 

It ia to bo obaerved that tho Leador of the 
Opposition did not attempt to deny what 
hia friend Mr. Tarte publiahed in hla paper 
a little while ago, whioh is that ab Chicou 
tlml he " reiterated, amidst indescribable 
enthusiasm, his solemn engagement to re 
establish the Catholio sohools on his arrival 
to power." 

All things considered, we have a notion 
i hat the earneab Ltbirals and the honest op 
pononts of federal interference will nob 
consider Mr. Laurior'a performance in Mor- 
risburg a "complete success." 

A MALICIOUS ATTACK. 

Wo aro not surprised that our osteemed 
correspondent " British Columbia First" is 
indignant to see Mr. F. Barnard and the 
company which he repreaenta ridiouled and 
abused. Mr. Barnard haa worked hard to 
prevail upon Britiah capitalists to invest 
aomo of their rnonoy in enterpriaea which 
havo for their objecb tho development of the 
mineral resources of thia Province, and he 
deaorvea praise and not blame for having 
thus dlreoted his energies. Ib Is very easy 
indeod for a witling to attempt to 
throw discredit upon the best of enterprises. 
All that ia required to do bo with the appear- 
anco of success ia impudenoe, ignorance and 
want of prinolple. A discreet person who 
has the welfare of the Province at heart 
would nob dream of denouncing any oom- 
pany tho object of which ia to make avail- 
able Its mineral wealth, or of belittling any 
person who had been Instrumental in the 
formation of suoh a company. 

It must bo admitted by the most aceptical 
and tho most malicious that if tho Lillooet- 
Fraser River-Cariboo Goldfields Com- 
pany accomplishes to any considerable 
extent the object for which it waB formed 
it will confer a very groat benefit on tho in- 
habitants of British Columbia. It goes 
without saying, then, that every ono of 
them, no matter what his position may be, 
3hould do what in him Ilea to givo It a help- 
ing hand. It is simply stupid and suicidal 
to ondoavor to discredit It and to throw 
obstacles in the way of its doing its work. 

A little inquiry would have shown that 
thero are men conneotod with tho com- 
pany whom It would bo the merest 
folly to suspect of being engaged 
in transactions of a questionable nature 
To attompb to throw doubt on tho integrity 
and tho discernment of such men is simply 
absurd. If thero wero anything In tho shapo 
of proof that tho insinuations against tho 
good faith of the company and tho sneers 
directed against aomo of tho gontlomen con 
neotod with it wore dosorved, wo would 
havo nothing to say. But they have nolther 
proof nor probability to justify them. They 
aro ovldontly nothing more than tho ex 
prosaiona of envy, hatrod, malice and all an 
charitablenoas, and should therefore be 
treated with oontompt by everyono who 
wiahoa well to British Columbia.

were reoelved. The Bosoowitz brought as 
cargo upwards of 7,000 caseB of salmon, of 
which 4,600 cases were for Victoria and the 
remainder for transcontinental shipment 
over the C.P.R. The BoBcowitz confirms 
the news brought by the Danube of the pick- 
ing up of tho tug Portland by Port Simpson 
Indians at a point 40 milea distant from 
the place of her abandonment ; the eteamor 
is but Httlo damaged, and will reoeive all 
necessary repairs at Port Simpson, where 
she is now being overhauled.

INLAND OK OPEN WATER V 



BritiBh Colnmblaua Dispute the Right 
of Americana to Fish in 
Hecate Channel. 

Illegal Trading With the Indians 
Also Charged -How the 
Case Stands. 



Upon the definition of the frequently 
quoted term *' inland waters " hangs a mat- 
ter of great Importance to British Colum- 
bians, and especially to those residents of 
this province who have during very recent 
years developed the halibut industry to Ita 
present gratifying proportions. Whethor 
Hecate Strait is or Ib not " open water," 
and thorefore the legitimate field for the 
operation of fishing boats from Pugot Sound 
—that is tho question to tho Bolution of 
whioh the authorities at Ottawa are now 
giving their attention, while WeBtern buBi- 
noaa men await the outcome with anxioua 
intoreat. 

ToBritiahColumblana belongs the credit of 
having first realized tho poaaibllitieaof the hali- 
but fiahoriee, tho Eastern markots eagerly ac- 
cepting many tonB of this fine food as Boon 
as they had been convincod aa to Its entirely 
satisfactory condition for the table af.er 
c.-OBsing the continent in ice. 

From the experimental stage, the indus- 
try quickly developed large proportions, and 
more than one steamer, with a suitable 11 jet 
of- email boats, soon found profitable em- 
ployment about the banka to the north of 
Vanoouver island. 

Then the Americans saw the opportunity 
that they themselves had failed to discover, 
and Instead of oasting about for new banks 
in water open to them beyond possibility 
of dispute, sent their boats also into Hecate 
strait, the channel separating Gosohon 
island, of the Queen Charlotte group, from 
the British Columbia mainland. 

There they have been constantly em- 
ployed for weeks and months past — the 
subj .'Ob of numerous complaints to the 
authorities here and of endlesB vexation to 
the British Columbia exporters and fisher- 
men. 

Not only are they trespassing according 
to tho Canadian contention, says Collector 
Milne, for Hecate strait seems juat as much 
inland water as Puget Sound, but of late 
they have, according to information recslved 
from more than one reliable source, direotly 
violated the ouatoms laws by calling at Roce 
spit, Groham ialand and other places, and 
there disposing of full cargoes of flour and 
general merchandise to the Indiana, greatly 
to the detriment of the Hudson's Bay Co. 'a 
trade and also of the customs revenue. 

By so doing they have of course made 
double profits, where only tho legitimate 
margin from the fisheries rewarded tho pio- 
neers of the industry. The Canadian auth- 
orities have now deoided that the thing 
must be stoppod. They are only awaiting 
confirmation from Ottawa of their conten- 
tion that Hecate strait Is Inland water, in 
order to proaoed with tho eviction of the 
Pugot Sound fishlnir II aot.

amendment. 

Tho progressive members of tho club 
ha ro amended tho constitution, and the 
club us a whole litis accepted tho amend- 
ments. Tho clause which it was feared 
might causo a controversy was passed 
without comment. It declares qualifica- 
tions for membership to bo character, 
intelligence and tho reciprocal advan- 
tages to tho club and tho individual, 
without regard to raco, color, religion 
or politics, and it was carried, conse- 
quently by tho concluding ballot. By 
virtuo of this final decision on tho color 
lino the supporters of Mrs. Fannie Ber- 
rier Williams say there is no roasou why 
her iiaiiio may not bo proposed for read- 
mission this autumn. — Exchange. 



Miss Mary W. Wells. 

Miss Mary W. Wells, a graduate of 
Wyoming (N. Y. ) seminary, has been 
superintendent of the deaconess home 
in Baltimore for nearly two years past. 
Recently she was transferred to tho su- 
perintendency of tho Jano Abraham 
deaconess homo of Portland, Or. Miss 
Wells was a teacher for some time in 
Iowa Wesloyan university, afterward 
preceptress in Napa Collegiate institute, 
California. Returning to Iowa she took 
a course of study in medicine and was 
admitted to tho Iowa Pharmaceutical 
association. The caro of her aged moth- 
er in Knoxvillo, la., confined her to 
homo work, where sho was selected as 
Sunday school superintendent, and 
served with p.oaC acceptability. When 
relieved frr- i homo caret*, sho entered 
tho Lucy V.'obb Hayes Training school 
in Washington, where sho graduated 
with honor. 

Want the Law Rescinded. 

Women are not allowed to form polit 
ical societies in Germany, and as the 
police have tho power of determining 
what a political society is thoy may at 
any moment dissolve a woman's organ- 
ization on that plea. At tho next ses 
sion of the roichstag Baroness von 
Gizycki hopes to present a petition 
praying that tho law be rescinded, and 
over 10,000 signatures of women have 
already been received. In the meantime 
all suffrage work must bo effected by 
personal influence, and tho baroness i. 
doing all she can by lecturing and writ- 
ing to- awaken interest in the qnestinn. 
She and Frau Caver aro editing a new 
woman's paper, Dio Franenbewegung.

It, is no wonder that a monarch 
so impervious to reason had finally to 
bo dethroned. 



Mrs. S. IS. Krom. 

Mrs. K. R. Krom of Plainfield, N. J., 
who lias been active in the movement 
for school suffrage for women, rendered 
a valuable service last year by compil 
ing careful statistics of tho nnmbcr of 
women voting at school elections and 
serving on school boards in each county 
of New Jersey. She thinks equal suf- 
frage would "raise tho moral tonoof the 
whole country, especially as regards tho 
liquor traffiu and tho prevention of tho 
regulation of vice, " Tho Newark Daily 
Advertiser recalls in this connection 
that it was owing entirely to tho untir- 
ing efforts of tho women of New Jersey 
that tho ago of protection for girls was 
raised from 10 to 15 years. 

Miss Hildegarde Hawthorne. 
Miss Hildegarde Huwthorno not long 
since published in a magazine a woird 
sketch which resembles her grand- 
father's style much more than does tho 
work of either of Nathaniel Haw- 
thorne's children. Miss Hnwthorno is 
tho oldest daughter of "that dear little 
boy," Julian, of whom Sophia Haw- 
thorne wrote so lovingly to her mother.

THE C0DKTS, 

An Important Judgment on a Point of Prac 
lico Under Order XIV. 

Yeetorihy Mr. Justice Drako delivered 
judgment in ohambors on an application in 
the British Columbia Lind &. Investment 
Agenoy, L^d., v. Thain, whioh eettlcB an 
important point of praotico. The text of 
the judgment ia as follows : 

"Mr B irnard applies fur judgment under 
order XIV. Writ is endorsed for principal 
and interest duo on a covenant in a mort- 
gage dated Juno 12, 1891, and olaims a sum 
certain for such principal and interest at 
tho date of tho writ ; tho plaintiff j further 
clum interest at tho rate of 10 por cent, per 
annum on tho prinoipal sum from tho date 
of tho writ until judgmout. 

" Mr. Duff for the defendant contends 
that this latter endorsement cannot bo made 
on a writ which is claimed as a spocially en 
dorsod writ, and altes Sheba Gold Mining 
Company, Ltd , v. Trubehawe, 1892, 1 Q 
B., 074, and Gold Ores Reduction Company, 
Ltd., v. Parr, 1S92, 2 Q B., 14. Both these 
oases decido that interest cannot be claimed 
on a specially endorsed writ unless it is 
shown on the endorsement that tho interest 
is duo under a statute or by contract. 

" The first esse wae the judgment of five 
judges deliverod by tho Cnief Justico, Lord 
Coleridge, who says two things aro neciB- 
sary in a special endorsement, 1 at, that 
the interest claimed is duo by contract ; 2od, 
that a definite sum has to bo claimed, for it 
Is important that a man who is prooeeded 
against should know exactly how muuh he 
has to pay aud not be called upon to take 
tho rieks of calculation. 

" Here tho first requisite is sufficiently 
shown, tho second is not. 

'* The case of the Sheba Gold Mining 
Company, Limited, v. Trubshawe, was sub 
soquently approved by the Court of Appeal 
in VVllks v. Wood, 1892, } Q B , p. 684, 
and Ib a binding authority on me. 

" I may point out that a clear distinction 
is druwn between this case and one arising 
under the bills of exchange oode whore the 
statute gives interost up to judgment as 
damagee, and in such a oase an endorsement 
similar to tho prosonb one has been hold not 
improper on a specially endorsed writ ; see 
London and Universal Bank v. Ciancarty, 
1892, 1 Q B. GS9. 

" I theraforo dismiss the summons with 
costs to tho defendant."

What was to bo done? That wus thu 
question, and a terrible question It was. 
Behind us we had Mio inhospitable coun- 
try, dark and dreary, the night wind 
swooping over It. In front, where the 
lights twinkled and thosmokuof the town 
wont up, we were iiku to moot with a 
savage reception. And Ifc was no time for 
weighing alternatives. The choice had to 
bo made — made, in a moment.

In tho poBBOBBion of Captain Bondrodr, at 
hia homo over James Bay, ia a weather- 
beaten naraeboard whioh reoalla once more 
to mind the terrible Btorms that Bwopt tho 
Pacific coast during tho closing weeks of 
1894 It ro-openB speculation, too, as to 
how tho ill-starred Montaerrat and Kewee- 
naw met their fate, and offers a new theory 
for tho consideration of those anxious for u 
solution of this mystery of the sea. ' 

The nameboard referred to, and which 
Captain Borilrodt brought to Viotoria on 
S tlurday last, beara tho name " Keweenaw," 
and is beyond question one of the four dis- 
tincb and original oignB with which the pilot 
house of the lost collier was provided. How 
long it was been in the possession of Mr. P. 
Black, of Nanaimo, from whom Captain 
Bendrodt received it, ia not known ; the 
board Itself beara witness, however, that it 
was a com iderable time in the water. 

The gilding of the raised letters haa al- 
most disappeared together with the greater 
portion of the Bky-blue biok ground but 
the letters themselves are intaot and unmis- 
takable as ever. 

The board waa picked up at the entrance 
o Houston-Stewart ohannel, on the opposite 
aide to Rote harbor, where its mate waa re- 
covered by tho Indiana and shown to Capt 
Robert McKiel of the sealing schooner Maud 

5. Thia first found board still adorns the 
chiefs house at Rose harbor, and the kidding 
of the second, with a large quantity of 
wreckage unmistakably that of tho Montser- 
rat and Kaweenaw, now Ieada to the presen- 
tation of still another theory — that one or 
both of the ill-starred Bteamera met destruc- 
tion on the rocky, unpopulated and Beldom 
viaittd shores of one of these doaoluto 
islanda. 

There is In fact a story current to this 
effeut among the Indians, and o« Captain 
Bondrodc says, while it is no more than a 
tho or y 'k ' 8 0DB tDaC ' a capable of proof or 
ctlopreoi, f° r tho wreckage atill atrewa tho 
beach untouch " 1 for tD0 m08t P»rW »nd 
there ia no one to Jeny that largor portiona 
of the loBt ateamer ms >y yet bo found if 
aoarch is made for tuerri. 

Of course the hope of finding some sur- 
vivor of the double disaster can no longer be 
entertained. 

The Montaerrat and KeWeenaw were asso- 
ciated in the on .1 . arrylog trade and they 
have nataral'y been linked togother for 
more than o J e reason whonover the mystery 
of their f >ie la spoken of by sea going men. 
Tho M".itBerrat left Nanaimo on Deoember 

6, lot d.d, according to Capt. Blackburn's 
oustom, with every pound of coal Bhe could 
cirry; the Keweenaw steamed away from 
Comox the following morning. She waB Ibbb 
heavily laden, lor her captain, Frank Jen- 
kins, waa more oautioua than hiB brother 
ekipper and ho had a loss seaworthy boat 
under him, 

The two Bteamera oame together in Bight 
of Flattery on tho afternoon of December 7 
and were laat Been travelling in cIobo com 
paDy by the lookout at Tatoosh island, 
they being at that time about ten miles out. 
with the Montserrat leading. When lost 
Bight of toward evenirg they wero plunging 
hoad-on into a conatanily increasing south- 
weat gale, tho Koweonuw staggering ond 
shipping a succession of heavy Bear. 

After weeks of watching both wero given 
up as loBt, and tho theory found 
general acceptance that thoy had 
fouudored aud gono down at sea 
No oluo lo tho mystory was developed 
u itil tho i2Sch of February in thiB year, when 
tho medicine chest of the Montserrat waa 
picked up on the beach to the southeaat ond 
of Etalin iBland. Later on, tho Captain of 
t o Maud S. found numerous BouvonirB of 
• he loat veaaolB adorning tho huta of tho Ir.- 
dian villugo at. Roao harbor. Thia latter 
faab, togeihor with the information givon to 
C.pt»in Beudrodt more recently, would aoom 
10 indicate that the wrecka oould nob have 
""curred so far to tho Bouth aB haB been all 
a'org supposed. 

Whether, however, tho Keweenaw wbb 
loBt by Btriklng aomo point oi the Queon 
Cnarlotte group — whether sho or tho Mont- 
aorrat, or both, foundered and went down — 
or whether one had gono to tho assiatanco of 
thn othor and so waa lost with her, probibly 
w ill over remain an um xplainable tragody 
ahoBc aecret ia locked up In the docp 
Pacific.

Trials and Tribulations of a Yachts- 
mail's Ltfe-A Picture From 
Experience. 



Preparations For Saturday's Road 
Race— Fast Time on the 
Island Track. 



The following interesting letter from 
Mr. W. McDinnoll, Seattle, now of 
attle to the sporting editor of tho C-oi.onibt 
tells ita own Btory— a atory which will be 
especially appreciated by tho looal yaohts- 
men who have on divera and sundry occa- 
sions been thero thomselvea : 

" I wuat to tell you of an exporienoe 
that may bo interesting to Bomo of your 
readors. I strolled down to the Yaoht Club 
last Friday afternoon and thero encountored 
tlueo fellowB going out for a aall in tho 
yaoht Apollo, whioh M. C. Akor had in 
Viotoria for a while. Wo talked yachting 
for a time, ond one of them, Mr. Plowman, 
after consulting Commodore Seevolt, asked 
me if I'd go along with them — if the bretza 
kept up they expeoted to makeTucoma and 
bo back about H p.ai. Notwithatandtng my 
oath never to go yachting again uf:er my 
experience on the Dora — -k rough trip from 
Port AngolcH and too amooth a trip from Ei- 
quimalt on Northwost regatta duy, whonwo 
had to row buck to Victoria — I decided to 
go. We got about half way to Tacoma by 
3 30 p.m., when tho wind died out com- 
pletely. Then we turned back and in paes- 
ing Alki point we made no more than half a 
mile from 10 p m. to 2 a.m. Two ot ua got 
out in the punt and trolled with no succesB ; 
the Bkipper had naught ono fino Bllver sal- 
mon on tho up-trip. All our ooffao, con- 
densed milk ard hard-tack waa gone, aa waa 
u'180 all our coal oil, whioh was used In the 
coal oil atove to heat up tho cabin, and ao, 
aa sleeping ia eating to some, we tried to 
sleep. The commodore didn't want to sleep 
aB ho wouldn't trust us with the compass, 
and no the other three of us took turna In 
resting on the only mattress. While ono 
got the mattress the other two could shift 
for themaelvoB on boards with nothing soft 
but orpet. 

" When I woke up at about G a.m. we 
saw Seattle about a mile off. There had 
been a heavy fog and it settled on the trails 
bo that when they were struck water would 
fall like rain. I volunteered to use the 
sweeps, but the oommodore eald we'd get 
in soon. Instead of getting in soon we 
drifted down by tho tide until a fwhorman 
told him it was about six miles to Seattle. 
He then said ' Come up yon fellowaaLd pull.' 
Tho compana didn't seem to work right so 
wo headed iui ouOia and '.hen reached the 
yacht ".lub ut about noon. Steamboats oame 
near running ub down twice, the Greyhound 
in particular ooming very close to ua ; we 
wero beating a basin with a big spoon and 
the Ckptain of the Bteamer ahoutcd, ' Why 
don't you blow you horn V It had baon 
foggy for nearly a week with' Blight Into 
mission, Tho Aggie, a two-master that I 
believe ia paying Viotoria a pleasure visit, 
had the aame experienoo two daya later. 
They hired a tug to get baok."
